The Clayoquot Sound watershed nearTofino 
was the classroom for 14 students, their in¬ 
structor and his assistant this summer during 
the first three-week field trip credit course 
offered by the UVic Environmental Studies 
program. 

The students travelled by canoe to study 
firsthand the question of how to preserve 
sustainable forest environments in the fa¬ 
mous area of British Columbia that only SO 
years ago was largely a wilderness of ancient 
old growth 

Course instructor Box Nixon is a forester, 
journalist and publisher of Forest Planning 
Canada. For die past four years, for San 
Francisco State University, he has conducted 
a field course in Clayoquot Sound compar¬ 
ing cross-border forestry managment poli¬ 
cies and practices 

“It was an incredible trip—oneof the best 
courses I’ve every taken,” says Claire Hef- 
feman, fourth year political science student. 

“I went apprehensively. I was in a Chal¬ 
lenge position at Environmental Studies for 
the summer, and when they needed one more 
person to fill the course and the canoes they 
suggested I go. I was concerned about how 
16 people would get along on a three-week 


canoe trip. But, it turned out to be a wonder¬ 
ful experience. All my apprehensions went 
out the window the first day.” 

“It wasn’t a pleasure cruise. We were a 
dedicated group. We had three-hour discus¬ 
sions every night from six until dark, and 
were on field trips every day looking at 
logging practices in the area.” 

Says Kenneth Newel, UVic English ma¬ 
jor, “It was an excellent course, a great way 
to learn. We were totally immersed 24 hours 
a day, sometimes formally, sometimes infor¬ 
mally. We were exposed to all different areas 
of the controversy, to the people who will 
actually be affected. It was not just a course 
to these people. It is their livliehood...The 
community expected us to come up with 
some answers. 

Up to now the focus on sustained value 
has been concerned with timber, says Nixon. 
“Now the focus is on balancing all values 
instead of placing a single focus onmaximiz- 
ing timber use. Focusing on all values will 
require fundamental replanning and will re¬ 
quire that key people from different areas 
participate. 

“We’ve gone from an era of superabun¬ 
dance to an era of changing values and 
scarcity. This is a recipe for dispute about 
what should change. There is not a question 


The Clayoquot Sound area, says Nixon, is 
probably the first location in B.C. where 
there is an attempt to have local roundtable 
discussion of sustainable forestry practices. 

To bring these issues home to the 14 
students who registered in Environmental 
Studies 350, Nixon distributed 14 different 
sets of literature dealing with issues under 
study by the provincial task force appointed 
last August to look at what constitutes sus¬ 
tainable forest use in Clayoquot Sound. Each 
student took a self-directed approach to 
studying the social, environmental and eco¬ 
nomic aspects of forestry practices, then 
presented the material to other members of 
the group during evening campfire discus¬ 
sions. They prepared reports, based on what 
they saw, heard and read while paddling over 
100 km in Clayoquot Sound. 

During a two-day stop in Torino in early 
August the students met with representatives 
of MacMillan Bloedal and representatives 
from the provincial task force which in¬ 
cludes native and other local representatives. 
“We tried to see as much as possible of the 
forests in the areas that are under disupute. 
The students really got into it. They did an 
incredible job,” says Nixon. 


Two students who audited the course 
completed assignments to write articles for 
submission to a daily newspaper and a truck¬ 
ing and logging magazine. 

Having hot, sunny weather and no rain for 
three weeks added to the pleasure of the three 
week course which began July 20. 

After returning, Heffernan wrote to UVic 
Dean of Education Robert Fowler to relay 
her enthusiasm: 

“I learned as much in three weeks as I 
have in any other three month course. A 
number of different areas were covered in¬ 
cluding forest ecology, alternative forestry 
practices, the political issues surrounding 
government and forest company relation¬ 
ships and the role the public play s in develop¬ 
ing sustainable forest policies.” 

In her letter Heffernan expressed the hope 
that this first three-week field course in en¬ 
vironmental studies will not be the last. 

“During the trip we were able to enjoy the 
beautiful natural surroundings of the area, 
identify land and marine birds and mammals 
and meet with an American team taking the 
same course. These additional components 
increased the intellectual, social, practical 
and philosophical skills which will assist us 
in our daily lives for many years to come,” 
she wrote.” 


Aboriginal government program launched by Public Admin

It wasn’t a usual first day of classes Sept. 10 
for some 20 students in Public Administra¬ 
tion’s new certificate program in Adminis¬ 
tration of Aboriginal Governments. Their 
MacLaurin classroom was crowded with 
television cameras, still photographers. 
University administrators, and Aboriginal 
leaders fra- the formal opening of the program. 

Speeches were made by Program Direc¬ 
tor Dr. Frank Cassidy (Public Admin.); Andy 
Thomas, Hereditary Chief of the Esquimalt 
Band; UVic President Dr. David F. Strong; 
and Ed John, UVic alumnus, adjunct professor 
and representative of Tanizul Timber (an 
enteipriseoftheCamer-Sekani Tribe),among 
others. The mix of speakers from the Uni¬ 
versity and Aboriginal communities reflected 
the partnership that has been the hallmark of 
this program throughout its development, 
design, and delivery. 

The program was created to help provide 
formal training and certification for Abo¬ 
riginal managers as their communities move 
toward self-government. Aboriginal gov¬ 
ernments have deep roots in tradition, and the 
program attempts, in the words of John, to 
“marry the intellectual challenge of the 
University with the traditions of our elders.” 
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Cassidy stresses that the program must 
have both academic and Aboriginal integrity 
in order to succeed. That is, it must be based 
on a firm understanding of and respect for the 
realities and traditions of Aboriginal com¬ 
munities, and it must be of the highest aca¬ 
demic quality, providing a sound and chal¬ 
lenging educational experience. 

Aboriginal participation in creating and 
running the program has helped in the effort 
to achieve this dual integrity. From its in¬ 
ception, the program was developed with the 
full and active involvement of Aboriginal 
leaders. The program’s advisory council is 
composed of leaders from Aboriginal or- 
ganizationsand governments throughoutB.C. 
and the Yukon as well as representatives of 
the federal and provincial governments. 
Aboriginal leaders have also been actively 
involved in the design of courses and the 
selection of administrative staff and students. 

Aboriginal leaders also teach in the pro¬ 
gram. This term, for example, the course in 
Communicating in Aboriginal Organizations 
is being co-taught by Sophie Pierre, Area 
Coordinator of the Kootenay Indian Area 
Council, and Ray Jones, General Manager of 
Native Communications, Northern Broad¬ 
casting. John will teach the Law and Aborigi¬ 
nal Governments course. 

Feedback from students will also play an 
importantrole in theevolutionof the program. 
“We’re looking to our students to help us 
develop the program, because we have a lot 
to leam,” says Cassidy. 

Deadline for CAP! grants 
is Oct. 15 

To encourage study and understanding of the 
Asia-Pacific region, financial support is 
available to UVic faculty doing research 
focussed on the region. The Centre for Asia 
-Pacific Inititatives (CAPI) will give grants 
up to $2,000 for 1990-91 projects in the areas 
of: environmental issues; trade; investment 
and tourism; and women’s issues. Strong 
proposals outside these areas will also be 
considered. The deadline for grant applica¬ 
tions is OcL 15. For further information, 
contact CAPI at 721-7020. 


To accommodate the needs of students, 
many of whom are employed in management 
positions in Aboriginal organizations, the 
program consists of a combination of immer¬ 
sion and distance education formats. The 
immersion component will consist of three 
intensive weeks of on-campus instruction— 
one week per month—which will cover the 
first two of six mandatory courses in the' 
program. The distance education component 
will enable students to continue the program 


Preliminary enrolment figures presented to 
Senate Sept. 5 show an 886 student increase 
in the total university student population this 
year over last. The total enrolment on Aug. 
30, including graduate students, was 12,741. 

Engineering shows the highest percent¬ 
age student increase according to faculty. 
Engineering’s student population increased 
by 29.6 per cent to 548 students. 

Engineering’s large increase in numbers 
is a result of an active recruitment campaign. 
It also reflects the phase-in of third year 
Mechanical Engineering students, adminis¬ 
trative registrar Cled Thomas told the Senate. 

The university-wide figures showed a4.4 
per cent increase in the first year student 
headcount, making a total of 2,332 
students. According to preliminary FTE (full 
time equivalent) statistics there was a decline 
of 1.9 per cent first year students. 

The decrease in first year 
FTE numbers is likely due to the fact that 
many students were unable to get into the 
courses they wanted, Thomas noted. 

Graduate Studies shows the second high¬ 
est percentage increase. Preliminary statis¬ 
tics show an increase of 158 students in the 
faculty—a 22.2 per cent increase. 

The total student headcounts and PTE’s 
show increases in all other years, except 
unclassifieds. Unclassified student figures 
show a 139 student decrease by headcount 


while working in their communities. It is 
expected that students will complete all the 
certificate requirements over 18 to 24 months. 

Financial support for the program has 
come from Indian and Northern Affairs, 
Canada; the office of the UVic Vice Presi¬ 
dent, Academic; and the School of Public 
Administration. Funding from other govern¬ 
ment departments is anticipated. 


(16.6 per cent) and a 55 student decrease by 
fte (20 per cent). 

The Faculty of Human & Social Devel¬ 
opment shows a headcount decrease of 58 
students but an FTE increase of 20 per cent. 
This reflects a decline in off-campus regis¬ 
trations which is a result of students, such as 
those in Nursing, being able to take courses 
at community colleges . The on-campus 
registration is up by 12.9 per cent, said 
Thomas. 

Thomas said the increase in third and 
fourth year student numbers (296 and 135 
respectively) is partly the result of previous 
enrolment increases in first year moving 
through the system. The numbers also reflect 
a 14 per cent increase in B.C.college transfer 
students.

The Oct. 15 meeting of the UVic Board of 
Governors will be held downtown in the 
Carnegie Building at the comer of Yates St.

The board voted on Sept 5 to hold its first 
public meeting downtown in response to a 
suggestion from Dr. Larry Devlin, associate 
director and director of program develop¬ 
ment with University Extension. 

The suggestion was made in a letter dated 
April 30, addressed to board chair Ian Stewart. 

“As you may know, University Extension 
has recently opened an Executive downtown 
classroom in the Carnegie Building (former 
Public Library),” wrote Devlin. 

“With a new President arriving in July and 
the Board’s long standing commitment to the 
community, I wondered if the Board would 
like to hold an open, public meeting in the 


Carnegie Classroom at some point this Fall.” 

Devlin added: “I thought that a special 
downtown meeting this Fall might be par¬ 
ticularly appropriate as a way of restating the 
University’s concern for the community and 
utilizing a new facility which is expressly 
designed to bring academic programs closer 
to members of the business and public sector 
who work in the urban core.” 

“It’s a great idea,” said board member 
Susan Irvine. “The meetings are dry some¬ 
times. I suggest having an interesting and 
educational idea for the agenda.” 

“It’s a good plan, particularly in view of 
the proximity of the installation of the presi¬ 
dent,” added Stewart. “We could build an 
appropriate board agenda with timely and 
topical discussion,” said the board chair. 


New Athletics and Recreation 
manager coming from Nova Scotia 


Wayne McDonald is UVic’s new Manager of 
Athletics and Recreational Services. 
McDonald comes to UVic from Dalhousie 
University in Halifax, Nova Scotia, where he 
has served as Coordinator of Intercollegiate 
Athletics since 1982. He will take his new 
position Oct.l, 1990. Jim Hayes has been 
acting manager since the departure of Ken 
Shields. 

“Wayne is a superbly qualified person 
with the kind of experience we want,” says 
Jim Griffith, Director of Student and Ancil¬ 
lary Services and Chair of the selection com¬ 
mittee. McDonald also has academic qualifi¬ 
cations to back up his experience, including 
a B.A. in physical education from Dalhousie 
and a Master’s degree in human kinetics 
(administration) from the University of 
Windsor. His thesis was “Perceived Re¬ 
sponsibility, Authority and Delegation of 
Athletic Administrators in Ontario Univer¬ 
sities,” a study dealing with the development 
and operation of university athletic programs. 
Griffith’s office received 52 applications from 
inside Canada and two from foreign coun¬ 
tries, providing the selection committee with 
a wide range of qualified applicants. Final¬ 
ists for the position went through a rigorous 
interview process, including meetings with 
the search committee, UVic’s varsity coaches, 
and Department of Athletics and Recreation 
staff. McDonald was the unanimous choice 
of each group, said Griffith. 

The selection committee was very im¬ 
pressed by McDonald’s commitment to the 
belief that “university athletes are students 


first and athletes second,” Griffith says. “We 
are also committed to providing the best 
possibleenvironmentforathleticexcellence.” 
McDonald has an impressive record as an 
administrator in Halifax. His leadership role 
as Treasurer-Chairperson of the Atlantic 
Universities Athletic Association (AUAA) 
Finance Committee since 1986 “has put the 
AUAA on sound footing,” says Griffith. 
McDonald also convened the CIAU basket¬ 
ball championships from 1984-86, and was 
largely responsible for turning it into one of 
Canadian university sport’s most successful 
ventures. In addition, McDonald has dis¬ 
played an ability for creating “a tasteful 
merger between athletics and corporate 
sponsorship.” 

McDonald has has taught Physical Edu¬ 
cation at the elementary and secondary school 
levels and at St. Francis Xavier University 
and has coached for university football and 
wrestling teams. He is currently President of 
Football Nova Scotia since 1987. 

As Co-ordinator of Intercollegiate Ath¬ 
letics atDalhouse —which has an enrolment 
of just over 11,000—McDonald was re¬ 
sponsible for 10 varsity teams. His duties as 
Manager of Athletics and Recreation at 
UVic will include a similar responsibility for 
the university’s 10 level-one varsity teams. 
Long-range planning is an important element 
in an athletics program as extensive as UVic’s 
and should incorporate communication with 
various interest groups, UVic’s new Man¬ 
ager of Athletics and Recreational Services 
believes.

He also hopes to be involved in the pro¬ 
gram again himself, although the announce¬ 
ment of coaches will not be made until 
sometime next spring. 1990 is the second 
straight year that Vetrie has coached with the 
national team program.
